OUJilOUS APPLES. 


JJoubts are entertained by some pomolo- 


gists fix regards tho truth of the statement 
mado tliat apples have bee« grown in which 
two or uioro varieties were Mended into one; 
that IB, apples having one section sweet and 
the other sour. 
We bnvo seen such fruit, 


and therefore know that it Las been pro- 
duced. 
A troo bearing opplea of this nature 


formerly stood in n gentleman's garden in 
Georgetown, Mass. Jt was of largo dizo and 
in some years produced several bushels of 
fruit. 
Tho owner sold tho apples as curios, 


itios, iui:l frequently individual specimens 
brought large prices.. 
It was exceedingly 


interesting to examine tho crop, as ono ap- 
plo differed widely from another, and there 
was difficulty in liudiug two precisely alike, 
A tow were found in which almost exactly 
ono half was sweet and tho opposite sour, 
but a majority were made up differently. 
Sections, one quarter or ono sixteenth more 
or loss would be sweet, or sour, and the re- 
mainder would be of the opposite kind. The 
line of demarcation on the skin was distinct- 
ly defined, tho sour portion having a reddish 
color, while tho sweet was of a palo green. 
There was no mistaking tho flavor: tho sour 
portion was very sour, and tho sweet very 
sweet. On the same tree apples grew which 
were uniform in kind, somo being entirely 
sweet and others entirely sour. 


This pomological freak Was brought about 


by a careful process of budding, two buds of 
different varieties being divided, and one 
half of each joined together so as to adhere, 
and grow in that condition. As none of 
this fruit) bas been seen of late years, wo 
•conclude' the tree 
has perished. 
The 


abundant npplo crop in this section the 
present year lias afforded somo curious in- 
stances of abnormal growths. The crowding 
of young fruit on tho twigs has caused in 
some instances three or more specimens to 
grow together and assume fantastic forms, 
and in one instance it was observed that a 
large and vigorous apple had so far out- 
strfpped its interfering neighbor as to grow 
completely over and cover it, producing tho 
singular spectacle of an apple within an 
apple, and both apparently thriftj. In walk- 
ing through our orchards one morning, wo 
were startled by observing upon the trunk 
of an old Uuswt tree n little projecting twig 
borne down with Iho weight of two good- 
sized high-colored Baldwins. The puzzle 
was explained by supposing tlo original treo 
to havo been of the Baldwin variety, and 
changed into the; Itussot by early grafting — 
[Boston Journal of Chemistry. 


How TO DM OFF Cows.—The quickest 


and best way of drying off a cow so that she 
may immediately fatten, is to feed her four 
or live quarts of dry conmH'p.l daily, and all 
tho dry, wheat straw she will cat. 
Two 


weeks of this diet, milking so as not to let 
tho udder be injured by over disillusion, 
dried off an Ayrshire cow that could not bo 
dried off in the ordinary way.
